Last week, Michael Dora, 
United States Department 
of Agriculture’s (USDA) 
Indiana State Director, an- 
nounced they are providing 
$1,213,736 in grants “to 
help farmers, ag producers 
and rural-based businesses 
lower energy cost.” 

Among the winners were 
Midwest Poultry Services, 
who is receiving a $155,304 
grant to install a Solar Array 
System at their North Man- 
chester facility. 


Solar Array System 


In a Monday phone in- 
terview, Dan Krouse, vice 
president of operations, 
said the grant would cover 
a portion of the cost of the 
1.1 mega-watt, 3,456-panel 
system. 

The grant is an award 
from USDA for renewable 
energy projects and it’s part 
of a solar installation that 
we installed at our high- 
grade farm in North Man- 
chester. 

“I don’t want to say the 
whole cost because that’s 
competitive information,” 
said Krouse. 

Krouse said the system 
has an approximately nine- 
year payback and covers

Saturday for ex-Gary 
mayor Richard Hatcher 


GARY (AP) — Fu- 
neral services for for- 
mer Gary Mayor Richard 
Hatcher are set for Saturday 
at the northwestern Indiana 
city’s Genesis Convention 
Center, where Hatcher will 
lie in state during a public 
visitation. 

That visitation is sched- 
uled for noon to 8 p.m. 
Friday at the downtown 
Gary convention center for 
Hatcher, who died Dec. 13 
at age 86. Hatcher’s funer- 
al is set to begin at 1 p.m. 
Saturday at the convention 
center, with doors opening 
at noon. 

Both events are open to 


the public. 

Hatcher was a 34-year- 
old activist, lawyer and 
City Council president 
when he was elected Gary’s 
mayor in 1967, becom- 
ing one of the first black 
mayors of a big U.S. city. 

Hatcher became the 
political face of Gary and 
a political force for blacks 
after his ground-breaking 
election. He organized 
the 1972 National Black 
Political Convention in 
Gary and served as chair- 
man of Jesse Jackson’s 
Democratic presidential 
campaign in 1984 and 
vice chairman four years 


later. 

Jackson told The Associ- 
ated Press on Saturday that 
Hatcher was a “transforma- 
tional figure” who helped 
people see that African 
Americans could run for 
some of the highest offices, 
and win. 

Hatcher, a Democrat, 
served five terms as may- 
or, but his mayorship was 
marred by the steel city’s 
deterioration. 

The Hatcher family has 
asked that, in lieu of flow- 
ers, monetary donations be 
made to the Richard Gordon 
Hatcher Legacy Founda- 
tion, Inc. 
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about a sixth of the total 
power usage on that farm. 
“The array was finished 
this year and I think it’s 
been performing a little 
bit better than expected, so 
that’s exciting,” he said.

Not all tremors point to 
Parkinson’s disease 


DEAR DOCTOR: My wife 
does calligraphy, but she’s 
having trouble because her 
hands have started shaking. 
She’s worried it’s Parkin- 
son’s disease. 
What else 
could be the 
cause? 

DEA 
READER: 
Uncontrolled 
shaking, 
trembling 
or quiver- 
ing, which 
is known 
as a trem- 
or, occurs as the result of 
sustained and involuntary 
muscle contractions in the 
affected area. A tremor can 
range from something so 
slight that the person barely 
notices, to more pronounced 
movement that interferes 
with daily activities. Al- 
though tremors mostly in- 
volve the hands, they can 
affect virtually any muscle 
in the body, including those 
in the head and neck, vocal 
cords, legs, feet, arms and 
torso. The movement may 
occur at irregular intervals 
with periods of stillness in 
between episodes, or it can 
be constant. And while the 
condition becomes more 
common as people enter 
their later years, it can occur 
at any age. 

There are two major types 
of tremor — resting and ac- 
tion. In resting tremor, 
which most often involves 
the hands and fingers, the 
affected body part shakes or 
trembles when the muscles 
are relaxed and at rest. An 
action tremor occurs when 
the muscles are engaged. 
This can happen during gen- 
eral movement, like when 
you pat a dog or pass a plate; 
while bracing a body part, 
such as holding out an arm; 
when engaging in a fine mo- 
tor task, such as writing; or 
while zeroing in on a spe- 
cific target, such as touching 
the tip of one’s nose. 

Tremors can occur with- 
out a discernible cause; may 
be a symptom of a physi- 
cal, medical or neurological 
condition; or can result from 
medical treatment. Many 
of us have experienced the 
shaky hands that can accom- 
pany fear, anxiety, anger, 
anticipation and exhaustion. 
Substances like caffeine, al- 
cohol and nicotine can con- 
tribute to tremors. So can a 
range of drugs, both legal 
and illicit. Medications that

may cause tremor include 
those used to manage asth- 
ma, certain antidepressants, 
some types of blood pres- 
sure drugs, thyroid medica- 
tions, weight-loss medica- 
tions, anti-inflammatory 
drugs and antivirals. 

It’s true that tremor can 
be a symptom of a neuro- 
logical disorder, including 
Parkinson’s disease. In your 
wife’s case, it is likely an ac- 
tion tremor because it occurs 
while she is writing. Par- 
kinsonian tremor falls into 
the category of the resting 
tremor: A person with Par- 
kinson’s disease will notice 
that their fingers or hands 
tremble while at rest, and 
that as soon as the muscles 
are engaged in activity, the 
tremor disappears. However, 
since any type of tremor can 
be a symptom of an underly- 
ing condition, it’s a good idea 
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for your wife to speak about it 
with her family doctor. 

Diagnosis entails a com- 
prehensive physical and 
neurological exam, a de- 
tailed medical history, per- 
formance tests and certain 
laboratory tests. Imaging 
tests such as CT scans or 
MRI don’t diagnose tremor, 
but may be used to rule out 
other conditions. There is no 
cure for tremor at this time, 
but with medication and, 
in some cases, surgery, the 
condition often can be suc- 
cessfully managed.

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Ford to add 3,000 jobs in the 
Detroit area, invest $1.45B

DETROIT — Ford Motor 
Co. is adding 3,000 jobs at 
two factories in the Detroit 
area and investing $1.45 bil- 
lion to build new pickup 
trucks, SUVs, and electric 
and autonomous vehicles. 
The company said Tuesday 
that about $750 million will 
go the Michigan Assembly 
Plant in the Detroit suburb of 
Wayne, where 2,700 jobs will 
be added during the next three 
years. Another $700 million 
will be invested in the truck 
plant in Dearborn, where 300 
new jobs will be added. 
Hiring will begin next year. 
The large investment comes 
as the U.S. new vehicle sales 
cycle has peaked and appears 
to be leveling off around 17 
million vehicles per year. 


But Ford needs to make the 
investment in new products 
in an effort to increase its 
market share and prepare for 
a shift to new propulsion and 
autonomous vehicle technol- 
ogies. 

The Wayne plant invest- 
ment will be used to build 
the new Ford Bronco SUV, 
as well as an all-new Ranger 
small pickup truck. Invest- 
ment at the plant also result 
in a new center to modify 
and support autonomous and 
other vehicles. 

Ford says the Dearborn 
plant will get the next genera- 
tion of the F-150, as well as 
hybrid and electric versions 
of the truck. The investment 
includes battery assembly for 
the electric trucks. 

The F-150 is the top-selling 
vehicle in the U.S. and is 


Ford’s franchise, generating 
most of the company’s prof- 
its. 

Workers at the Wayne plant 
will modify and finish Ford’s 
first autonomous vehicles 
starting in 2021, including 
the installation of self-driving 
technology and interiors built 
for autonomous travel, Ford 
said in a statement. The truck 
plant in Dearborn will build 
the new trucks as well as as- 
semble battery cells into full 
packs for the hybrid and elec- 
tric F-150s. 

Michigan’s economic-de- 
velopment arm, the Michigan 
Strategic Fund, on Tuesday 
approved state tax incentives 
for Ford that are worth ap- 
proximately $35 million over 
15 years.Michigan was cho- 
sen for the expansions over 
competing sites in Kentucky, 


Missouri, Ohio, Canada, 
Mexico and countries outside 
North America, according to 
the Michigan Economic De- 
velopment Corp. 

“This is great news for 
Michigan autoworkers, their 
families and our economy 
as a whole,’ Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer said in a statement. 
“Pm glad Ford recognizes 
that Michigan is home to 
some of the most innova- 
tive, hardworking people in 
the world, and has opened 
up opportunities for 3,000 
new good-paying jobs in our 
state.” 

In seeking approval of the 
tax breaks, state officials said 
the incentives would offset 
some of the increased costs 
associated with doing busi- 
ness in Michigan instead of 
competing locations.

Detroit man pleads 
guilty in NW Indiana 
jewelry store heist 


HAMMOND (AP) — A 
Detroit man has pleaded 
guilty in a smash-and-grab 
robbery during which he and 
two others allegedly stole 
more than $1 million in jew- 
elry from a northwestern In- 
diana jewelry store. 

Darren S. Bell, 29, pleaded 
guilty last week in federal 
court in Hammond to a fed- 
eral charge of armed robbery 
that interfered with interstate 
commerce. 

The court hasn’t set Bell’s 
sentencing date. 

Police and prosecu- 
tors allege that in January 
2019, Bell, Altonio D. Ben- 
son, 40, of Detroit and a 
third unidentified individual 
entered a jewelry store in 
Hobart, located its most ex- 
pensive jeweled pendants 
and began smashing display 
cases with hammers and tak- 
ing jewelry. 

All three fled the store with 
$1,009,145 worth of miscel- 
laneous jewelry in bags, The 
(Northwest Indiana) Times 
reported. 

Hobart police captured 
Bell and Benson nearby 
and later recovered more 
than $500,000 worth of 
stolen jewelry as well 
as two sledgehammers left 
inside the store. 

The third suspect escaped 
after he drove a minivan 
from the jewelry store. 

Benson is awaiting a trial 
that’s now scheduled for 
March. 


Indiana shooting 
leaves 4-year-old dead, 
pregnant mom hurt 


GARY (AP) — A shooting 
in northwestern Indiana has 
killed a 4-year-old Gary boy 
and left his pregnant mother 
hospitalized with gunshot 
wounds, police said. 

Gary police responding 
to reports of a shooting at a 
residence about | a.m. Mon- 
day found the wounded boy, 
who was pronounced dead at 
a hospital. Gary Cmdr. Jack 
Hamady said in a news re- 
lease that “at this time, it ap- 
pears someone from outside 
the residence fired several 
shots into the residence.” 

The child’s 27-year-old 
mother was hospitalized with 
non-life-threatening injuries 
after being shot in the arm 
and suffering a graze wound 
to her face. Hamady said 
three other children were in 
the house at the time of the 
shooting, which is under in- 
vestigation. 

The Lake County Coroner’s 
office identified the boy who 
died as Tory’on Dukes and 
said he was shot in the upper 
body while in bed. His death 
has been ruled a homicide. 

Police urged the public to 
share information about what 
might have led to the shoot- 
ing in Gary, about 30 miles 
southeast of Chicago. 

Tory’on’s family “should 
be celebrating Christmas. It’s 
pretty heartbreaking to see, 
especially if you have chil- 
dren of your own,” said Ed- 
ward Gonzales of the Metro 
Crimes task force.

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Impeach Donald Trump 


President Donald Trump abused the 
power of his office by strong-arming 
Ukraine, a vulnerable ally, holding 
up hundreds of millions of dollars in 
military aid until it agreed to help him 
influence the 2020 election by dig- 
ging up dirt on a political rival. 

When caught in the act, he rejected 
the very idea that a president could be 
required by Congress to explain and 
justify his actions, showing “‘unprec- 
edented, categorical and indiscrimi- 
nate defiance” in the face of multiple 
subpoenas. He made it impossible for 
Congress to carry out fully its consti- 
tutionally mandated oversight role, 
and, in doing so, he violated the sepa- 
ration of powers, a safeguard of the 
American republic. 

The case now moves to the full 
House of Representatives, which 
on Wednesday will decide, for just 
the third time in the nation’s history, 
whether to impeach a president. 

To resist the pull of partisanship, 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
ought to ask themselves the same 
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question: Would they put up with 
a Democratic president using the 
power of the White House this way? 
Then they should consider the facts, 
the architecture and aspirations of the 
Constitution and the call of history. In 
that light, there can be only one re- 
sponsible judgment: to cast a vote to 
impeach, to send a message not only 
to this president but to future ones. 

By stonewalling as no previous 
president has, Donald Trump has left 
Congress with no choice but to press 
ahead to a Senate trial. The president 
insists he is innocent of any wrong- 
doing, yet he refuses to release any 
administration documents or allow 
any administration officials to testify 
— though, if his assertions are in fact 
true, those officials would presum- 
ably exonerate him. He refused to 
present any defense before the House 
whatsoever, asserting a form of mo- 
narchical immunity that Congress 
cannot let stand. 

It’s regrettable that the House 
moved as fast as it did, without work-

ing further through the courts and 
through other means to hear from nu- 
merous crucial witnesses. But Demo- 
cratic leaders have a point when they 
say they can’t afford to wait, given 
the looming electoral deadline and 
Trump’s pattern of soliciting foreign 
assistance for his campaigns. Even 
after his effort to extract help from 
Ukraine was revealed, the president 
publicly called on China to investigate 
his rival. Asked as recently as October 
what he hoped the Ukrainians would 
do in response to his infamous July 
25 call with their president, Trump 
declared: “Well, I would think that, if 
they were honest about it, they’d start 
a major investigation into the Bidens. 
It’s a very simple answer.” 

Barring the persuasive defense that 
Trump has so far declined even to at- 
tempt, that simple answer sounds like 
a textbook example of an impeach- 
able offense, as the nation’s framers 
envisioned it.

Trump administration’s cruel 
immigration policies led to boy’s death 


Sixteen-year-old Carlos Gregorio 
Hernandez Vasquez died horribly 
and needlessly. The Trump admin- 
istration’s policy of deliberate, pun- 

ishing cruelty toward 


Latin American mi- 
Eugene rants killed him. 
Robinson That is the only 


conclusion to be 
drawn from a shock- 
ing report by the 
nonprofit newsroom 
ProPublica about 
Hernandez’s death in 
May at a U.S. Border 
Patrol station in Tex- 
as. I assume the agents and health 
care workers who should have given 
Hernandez lifesaving attention are 
decent human beings, not monsters. 
But they work within an intention- 
ally monstrous system that assigned 
no value to a young Guatemalan 
boy’s life. 

President Trump’s racist and xeno- 
phobic immigration policies are not 
grounds for impeachment; rather, 
they are an urgent reason to defeat 
him in the coming election. But at 
least six migrant children, including 
Hernandez, have died in federal cus- 
tody on Trump’s watch. Somebody 
should be held accountable. Some- 
body should go to jail. 

Hernandez died of influenza and 
neglect. 

He had crossed the Rio Grande 
without documents with a group of 
migrants who were almost immedi- 
ately apprehended by the Border Pa- 
trol. In keeping with administration 
policy, he was separated from his 
adult sister and processed at a noto- 
riously overcrowded holding facility 
in McAllen, Texas, where a nurse 
practitioner found he had a tempera- 
ture of 103. She diagnosed him with 
the flu and said he should be taken to 
a hospital if his condition worsened. 


‘Commander of White House 
chaos’ concerns 


As a former Navy enlisted and of- 
ficer, I am highly concerned with 
the “commander-in-charge of White 
House chaos’” interference in Navy 
matters. 

The “commander-in-charge of 
White House chaos” overruled the 
Navy’s decision to demote Chief 
Petty Officer and Navy Seal Edward 


Instead, worried he might infect 
others at the McAllen center, of- 
ficials moved him to a Border Pa- 
trol station in nearby Weslaco and 
locked him in a cell. That was on the 
afternoon of May 19. By the follow- 
ing morning, Hernandez was dead. 

Border Patrol logs show that 
agents checked on Hernandez sev- 
eral times that night. But ProPublica 
obtained cellblock video showing 
that “the only way ... officials could 
have missed Carlos’ crisis is that 
they weren’t looking.” 

The video “shows Carlos writhing 
for at least 25 minutes on the floor 
and a concrete bench,” ProPublica 
reported. “It shows him staggering 
to the toilet and collapsing on the 
floor, where he remained in the same 
position for the next four and a half 
hours.” 

Customs and Border Protection, 
the parent agency for the Border Pa- 
trol, claimed that Hernandez’s life- 
less body was discovered by agents 
doing a morning check. But the vid- 
eo shows, according to ProPublica, 
that it was Hernandez’s cellmate 
who sent up the alarm. 

“On the video, the cellmate can be 
seen waking up and groggily walk- 
ing to the toilet, where Carlos was 
lying in a pool of blood on the floor. 
He (the roommate) gestures for help 
at the cell door. Only then do agents 
enter the cell and discover that Car- 
los had died during the night.” 

Let that sink in for a moment. A 
16-year-old boy has obviously fallen 
ill and has a soaring fever. Instead of 
seeking medical care for him, agents 
of the United States government 
— acting in your name and mine — 
leave him to die on the cold concrete 
floor of a detention cell. 

Hernandez’s death implies more 
than the apparent negligence of 
a few overworked Border Patrol 


Gallagher. Gallagher was convicted 
of posing with a dead detainee. 
Trump’s rationale was that he was 
standing up for our military. Trump 
also overruled the peer review or- 
dered by Rear Admiral Collin 
Green, head of the Navy Seals, and 
by doing this he is undermining the 
Navy’s chain of command and ad- 
versely impacting discipline within 
the Navy. The peer review would 
have been conducted by senior Navy 


agents. It indicts a whole system 
designed by the Trump administra- 
tion to deter would-be migrants and 
asylum-seekers by punishing those 
who do make the journey. 

In Hernandez’s case, the fatal pun- 
ishment was meted out illegally. He 
had been in custody for six days 
when he died, but the Border Patrol 
is only supposed to hold children 
for 72 hours, at most, before trans- 
ferring them to the Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

The Trump administration insti- 
tuted a shockingly inhumane policy 
of separating migrant parents from 
their children, who in many cases 
were sent hundreds of miles away. 
Thousands of children were ware- 
housed in cages, like animals. Tod- 
dlers and infants were absurdly ex- 
pected to represent themselves at 
immigration hearings whose nature 
they could not begin to understand. 

It is true that officials have had to 
deal with a flood of migrants that 
overwhelmed border facilities and 
personnel. But the Trump adminis- 
tration responded to the surge not 
with compassion but with purpose- 
ful callousness. It is horrific that six 
migrant children are known to have 
died in Customs and Border Protec- 
tion custody since September 2018. 
It is even worse when you realize 
there were no such deaths, not a sin- 
gle one, during the eight years of the 
Obama administration. 

According to ProPublica’s report, 
Carlos Gregorio Hernandez Vasquez 
was a bright and engaging boy who 
captained his school’s soccer team 
in the village of San Jose del Ro- 
deo. The Border Patrol assigned 
him the alien identification number 
A203665141. His body was shipped 
home for burial.

Rest of the Story” radio segments. 

Let’s call this the bestseller that nev- 
er was, adapted from author J. Mark 
Powell’s version of the incident. 

“Shep” (that’s how he referred to 
himself) was born and 
raised in Indiana but 
after serving in World 
War II had a radio ca- 
reer in Ohio before be- 
coming the overnight 
voice of WOR in New 
York City. 

Broadcasting in the 
1950s was in a period 
of transition. Televi- 
sion had killed off the 
golden age of radio. The old medium 
had lost its way, and the new medium 
was still finding its way. The time was 
ripe for something new to be done 
with radio, and Shep a gifted story 
teller and master of sarcastic wit was 
the perfect broadcaster to do it. 

He just talked to his audience, whom 
he called his Night People, and invited 
them to call in and talk to him. It was 
more or less the beginning of what we 
now call talk radio. 

New York City in the 1950s, Shep 
observed, was big on Top 10 lists — 10 
best restaurants, well-dressed women, 
hot new trends and on and on. Chief 
among them was the New York Time’s 
bestseller list. At that time, it wasn’t 
just sales that put a book on the list — 
customer requests for a book and ques- 
tions about it were among the criteria. 

Shep the cynic believed people were 
so influenced by such lists that they 
didn’t even bother to think for them- 
selves, and he ranted on the air one 
night that if enough people requested 
a book that didn’t even exist, it would 
make the bestseller list. 

His Night People responded with 
glee and in the spring of 1956 helped 
Shep create what some would later 
call the hoax of the century. Based 
on audience suggestions, he came up 
with a name for a nonexistent novel 
— “I, Libertine” — and invented an 
author, Frederick R. Ewing, a retired 
British military officer and scholar 
who lived with his wife Marjorie on 
their English country estate. 

The Night People went to work, 
bombarding bookstores with requests 
for the novel and talking it up in vari- 
ous social circles, and reporting the 
hilarious effects on air. One listener 
reported a particularly snooty clerk 
responded to the query with, “Freder- 
ick R. Ewing? It’s about time people 
began noticing his work.’ Another 
related that members of her bridge 
club said they had read it, and then 
proceeded to argue over which chap- 
ters they liked and those they didn’t. 
A third, a college student, wrote a 
lengthy term paper on “ER. Ewing: 
Eclectic Historian” and got a B+. 

Requests for “I, Libertine” start- 
ed coming in from London, Paris, 
Rome and West Germany. And, in 
the crowning success of the hoax, a 
church congregation in Massachusetts 
condemned it. 

And in the summer of 1956, the 
book that did not exist made the New 
York Times bestseller list — and then 
began to move up on it. A literary 
gossip columnist wrote in a leading 
newspaper, “Had a delightful lunch 
the other day with Frederick R. Ewing 
and his charming wife, Marjorie.” 

The book might have gone all the 
way to No. 1. But Shep and his good 
friend Ted, having a good laugh over 
the hoax at lunch one day, decided 
it was time to fess up and, just for 
laughs, write the book for real. The 
Wall Street Journal broke the story 
(though it hadn’t exactly been a na- 
tional secret) just weeks before the 
book came out, written by Ted, with 
a disreputable looking Shep posing on 
the back cover as author Ewing. 

And, yes, that book, the real one, 
also made the bestseller list. (All prof- 
its went to charity.) Today, you can 
still buy “I, Libertine” on Amazon. 
com. You can also read many other 
works by Ted — noted science fiction 
author Theodore Sturgeon. 

And you will probably watch the 
film version of the master hoaxer’s 
most famous work on television for 
the 10th or 20th time — Hoosier hu- 
morist Jean Shepherd’s “A Christmas 
Story.” And imagine him on the radio 
— that’s his voice doing the narration. 

So now you know yada, yada, yada.* 

* Among those influenced by Shep- 
herd is Jerry Seinfeld, who has said, 
“He really formed my entire comedic 
sensibility—I learned how to do com- 
edy from Jean Shepherd.”

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Trump conservative critics 
launch PAC to fight reelection

NEW YORK — A small 
group of President Don- 
ald Trump’s fiercest con- 
servative critics, includ- 
ing the husband of the 
president’s own chief ad- 
viser, is launching a super 
PAC designed to fight 
Trump’s reelection and 
punish congressional Re- 
publicans deemed his “en- 
ablers.” 

The new organization, 
known as the Lincoln 
Project, represents a for- 
mal step forward for the 
so-called Never Trump 
movement, which has been 
limited largely to so- 
cial media commentary 
and cable news attacks 
through the first three years 
of Trump’s presidency. 
Organizers report fund- 
raising commitments ex- 
ceeding $1 million to be- 
gin, although they hope to 
raise and spend much 
more to fund a months- 
long advertising cam- 
paign in a handful of 
2020 battleground states 
to persuade disaffect- 
ed Republican voters 
to break from Trump’s 
GOP. 

The mission, as outlined 
in a website that launched 
Tuesday coinciding with 
a New York Times opin- 
ion piece, is simple: “De- 
feat President Trump and 
Trumpism at the ballot 
box.” 

The group is led by a sev- 
en-person advisory council 
that features some of the 
GOP’s most vocal Trump 
critics. Most, but not 
all, have already left the 
Republican Party to protest 
Trump’s rise. 

The principals include 
former John McCain ad- 
viser Steve Schmidt, 
former Ohio Gov. John 
Kasich adviser John Weav- 
er, former New Hampshire 
GOP chair Jennifer Horn, 
veteran Republican op- 


erative Rick Wilson and 
George Conway, a con- 
servative attorney and 
husband of Trump’s chief 
counselor Kellyanne Con- 
way. 

In an interview, George 
Conway said he encour- 
aged the new super PAC 
to involve Anonymous, an 
unnamed Trump admin- 
istration official who 
authored a recent book 
warning the public against 
Trump’s reelection. The 
rest of the group ultimately 
decided not to take Con- 
way’s suggestion. 

“I think the more the 
merrier,’ George Conway 
told The Associated Press. 
“And I hope maybe he — 
he or she, I don’t know 
who Anonymous is — will 
come out someday and join 
the effort. Because every- 
one who believes as we do 
that Donald Trump is a 
cancer on the presidency 
and on the Constitution 
needs to help and join this 
effort.” 

Asked about the super 
PAC, Kellyanne Conway 
acknowledged her hus- 
band’s involvement and 
said: “It’s kind of disap- 
pointing to see some of the 
people who are involved, 
but not surprising.” 

The inception of the Lin- 
coln Project is significant, 
but to say it represents 
a minority of Trump’s 
Republican Party would be 
an understatement. Rough- 
ly 9 in 10 Republican vot- 
ers approved of the presi- 
dent’s job performance and 
have all year, according 
to Gallup. And with very 
few exceptions, Trump has 
the public backing of vir- 
tually every Republican 
member of Congress. 

Yet recent elections sug- 
gest that Trump’s party 
is losing ground with 
educated voters and wom- 
en, particularly in Ameri- 
ca’s suburbs, which have 
traditionally leaned Re- 


alo 


publican. This new group 
hopes to push those voters 
further toward the Demo- 
crats. 

Kellyanne Conway dis- 
missed the group as a col- 
lection of failed campaign 
managers. 

“They never got a presi- 
dent elected into the White 
House. I’m sure that hurts, 
very much. But they never 
really accommodated the 
growing Republican Party 
and understood how to 
beat Democrats and we 
did,” she told reporters at 
the White House. 

Tim Murtaugh, the com- 
munications director for 
Trump’s reelection cam- 
paign, called the effort a 
“pathetic little club of ir- 
relevant and faux ‘Repub- 
licans’ who are upset that 
they’ve lost all of their 
power and influence inside 
the Republican Party.” 

The Lincoln Project is 
very much a work in prog- 
ress, despite Tuesday’s 
official launch. While the 
core players don’t yet have 
titles, day-to-day opera- 
tions will be led by Horn 
and Reed Galen, a veteran 
Republican operative who 
worked for McCain but 
left the GOP after Trump’s 
nomination in 2016. 

The group begins as a 
super PAC, which means 
it can raise and spend un- 
limited sums of money and 
must disclose its donors. 

“You’re seeing a shift 
from talk into action,” 
said Galen, describing the 
launch as “a big turning 
point for the political sea- 
son and for the president’s 
reelection.” 

Specifically, the group 
plans to focus on block- 
ing Trump’s reelection 
and defeating Trump- 
allied Senate candidates 
in a handful of key 2020 
battle-grounds. To do so, 
it’s targeting a narrow 
but important slice of 
the electorate: disaffect- 
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ed Republicans and Re- 
publican-leaning indepen- 
dents. 

While there is no con- 
crete road map, Weaver 
said the organizers plan to 
fight the president’s reelec- 
tion in Michigan, Pennsyl- 
vania and Wisconsin along 
with Arizona and North 
Carolina. Their Senate 
efforts likely would fo- 
cus on Arizona, Colorado, 
North Carolina, Maine and 
possibly Kansas and Ken- 
tucky. 

Weaver said the group is 
already reviewing scripts 
for new ads, which are 
expected to begin running 
early next year. 

“This is organic, and 
we're going to be flexible,” 
he said. “We have to go out 
and prove ourselves and 
prove that we can be effi- 
cient and effective.” 

Meanwhile, George Con- 
way, who formally left the 
GOP last year, said he like- 
ly would serve in a “cheer- 
leader” capacity for the 
new organization because 
of his limited political ex- 
perience. 

“I’m not a fundraiser or 
political consultant, but if 
I could help in that way 
and learn how to do that 
— even to raise a nickel or 
two — I'll do it because it’s 
important,” he said. “For 
this, I think I can make an 
exception.” 

He suggested the Lincoln 
Project would pay particu- 
lar attention to Congress’ 
impeachment proceedings. 

“If he’s not removed by 
the Senate, he needs to 
be removed at the ballot 
box,” he said of Trump. 
“The people in Congress 
who are enabling him, 
either actively or passively, 
they, too, are violating their 
oaths of office. ... And they 
need to be removed, too.”

But in a statement, Lake 
County State’s Attorney 
Mike Nerheim said the 
ruling was expected given 
that the judge was only 
required to review state- 
ments made by Yang’s 
attorney. He said the 
ruling simply sets up the 
next stage in the chal- 
lenge in which his office 
will be able to respond to 
Stone’s claims for the first 
time.

Brees sets NFL all-time TD 
mark as Saints crush Colts 34-7 


“It was special, everything 
about the night,” Brees said. 
“It just kind of makes your 
whole life and career flash 
before your eyes, because 
I never thought I’d have a 
chance to be part of some- 
thing like this.” 

The scoring strike that 
broke Peyton Manning’s 
record of 539 career touch- 
down passes came in the 
third quarter, when Brees 
hit tight end Josh Hill for a 
5-yard score. Brees’ next 
pass in the game was the 
541st scoring toss of his ca- 
reer, a 28-yarder to reserve 
QB and utility player Tay- 
som Hill that put the Saints 
up 34-0. 

“He’s done that to a lot 
of defenses,’ Colts coach 
Frank Reich said. ““When he 
gets like that. I don’t know 
that anybody can stop him.” 


Now in his 19th season, the 
6-foot Brees — a 2001 sec- 
ond-round draft choice — 
came into the game already 
holding NFL records for 
completions with 6,792 and 
yards passing with 72,577. 
He built on those numbers 
while also setting a record 
for completion percentage 
in a game. He completed 29

NASCAR 
Hailie 
Deegan 
jumps to 
Ford to 
fast-tack 
her racing 
career

CHARLOTTE, N.C. 
— Hailie Deegan, a ris- 
ing 18-year-old star in 
motorsports, was named 
a development driver 
with Ford Performance 
on Tuesday in a deal that 
could fast-track her pro- 
gression into a NASCAR 
national series. 

Deegan spent the last 
two years as part of 
Toyota’s crowded devel- 
opment field before the 
switch. The partnership 
with Ford will give her 
numerous opportunities 
to race this season, in- 
cluding the full ARCA 
schedule as well select 
sports car events in the 
IMSA Michelin Pilot 
Challenge. 

Deegan in ARCA will 
race for DGR-Crosley, 
which last week became 
a Ford Performance 
team. She will drive a 
Mustang GT4 with Mul- 
timatic Motorsports in 
IMSA. 

“Hailie has shown in 
her brief time behind the 
wheel of a stock car that 
she’s got what it takes to 
be successful,” said Mark 
Rushbrook, global direc- 
tor of Ford Performance 
Motorsports. “Our goal 
is to put her on a path to 
realize our shared goal of 
winning championships 
and part of that is gain- 
ing experience on tracks 
such as road courses and 
superspeedways.” 

Deegan made NAS- 
CAR history in 2018 
when she became the 
first female driver to win 
a race in what was then 
called the K& N Pro Se- 
ries West. The California 
native has three wins in 
that series, now known 
as ARCA Menards Series 
West, in two full seasons 
and she finished third in 
this year’s standings. 

Deegan this year also 
made six ARCA starts, 
with a best finish of fifth 
at Lucas Oil Raceway. 

“It became clear quick- 
ly that I align with the 
Ford Performance vision 
of driver development 
and our shared drive to 
win,’ Deegan said. “It is 
also extra special to get 
to race with Ford, a fam- 
ily company, that already 
had ties to my family. 
Growing up watching my 
dad race a Ford, and now 
to be able to do the same 
thing is very cool.” 

Deegan has never raced 
a Ford competitively be- 
fore, but her father, Bri- 
an, drove a Ford Fiesta 
in the Global Rallycross 
Championship and won a 
gold medal in the Rally- 
cross competition at the 
X Games in 2011. He has 
also driven a Ford Raptor 
as part of the Lucas Oil 
Off-Road Series. 

Deegan’s debut in a 
Ford will be during next 
month’s IMSA Roar Be- 
fore the 24 test session 
at Daytona International 
Speedway. It will be her 
preparation for the Mi- 
chelin Pilot Challenge 
opener at Daytona on 
Jan. 24, where she will 
partner with Chase Bris- 
coe. 

Deegan joins Briscoe, 
Austin Cindric, Ben 
Rhodes and others in the 
Ford development pro- 
gram. Cole Custer came 
through the program and 
in November was pro- 
moted to the Cup Series 
for 2020 with Stewart- 
Haas Racing.

LSU’s Ed Orgeron is AP college 
football coach of the year

Ed Orgeron of LSU 
is The Associated Press 
Coach of the Year after 
leading the top-ranked Ti- 
gers to a Southeastern Con- 
ference championship and 
their first College Football 
Playoff appearance. 

Orgeron received 33 of 
56 first-place votes from 
Top 25 poll voters and a 
total of 130 points for the 
award presented by Re- 
gions Bank and announced 
Tuesday. 

Baylor’s Matt Rhule, who 
led the Bears to an 11-2 
record and an appearance 
in the Big 12 champion- 
ship game, finished second 
with 14 first-place votes (86 
points). Ohio State’s Ryan 
Day was third with five- 
first-place votes (45 points) 
and Minnesota’s P.J. Fleck 
was fourth with three first- 
place votes (40 points). 

Orgeron is the third dif- 


ferent LSU coach to win 
the award since it was es- 
tablished in 1998, joining 
Nick Saban in 2003 and Les 
Miles in 2011. Saban and 
Miles both led their teams 
to the BCS championship 
game, with Saban winning 
and Miles losing. 

Orgeron and the Tigers 
will face No. 4 Oklahoma in 
the College Football Play- 
off semifinals on Dec. 28 at 
the Peach Bowl in Atlanta. 

This is Orgeron’s third 
full season as LSU coach 
and the Tigers’ record has 
improved each year. He was 
elevated to interim coach 
during the 2016 season after 
Miles was fired and eventu- 
ally landed his dream job. 

The Louisiana native is 
38-9 at LSU with a 23-7 
record in the SEC. The 
58-year-old Orgeron was a 
longtime assistant coach, 
part of national champion- 
ship staffs with Miami in 
the late 1980s and early 


‘90s, and with Southern 
California in the early 
2000s. Along the way, he 
gained a reputation as one 
of the best recruiters and 
defensive line coaches in 
the nation. 

His first stint as a head 
coach was in the SEC at 
Mississippi. That lasted 
only three seasons and 10 
victories. He was interim 
head coach at USC in 2013, 
going 6-2 but it wasn’t 
enough to keep the job. 

Orgeron landed at LSU 
as an assistant to Miles 
in 2015. He faced some 
skepticism when he was 
first given the job by then- 
athletic director Joe Al- 
leva, but over three years 
he has proved to be a per- 
fect fit. A week after his 
team landed the top seed 
in the playoff, he spent 
the weekend watching 
his quarterback, Joe Bur- 
row, win the Heisman 
Trophy.

WASHINGTON — Natu- 
rally, Stephen Strasburg 
thought of himself pitching 
for a team other than the Na- 
tionals. 

After winning and being 
MVP of the World Series, 
Strasburg opted out of his 
contract and hit the open 
market. The possibility was 
real that he’d played his last 
game in a Washington uni- 
form. 

Instead, Strasburg fol- 
lowed the lead of boyhood 
idol Tony Gwynn by signing 
a $245 million, seven-year 
deal that could allow him to 
play his entire career with the 
Nationals. This contract has 
no opt-outs, no options and 
a full no-trade clause, Stras- 


burg will be 38 when it ex- 
pires and could become just 
the eighth pitcher in major 
league history to spend 17- 
plus seasons with the same 
franchise. 

“Its really hard to come 
by in this game,” Strasburg 
said Tuesday. “When you’re 
given an opportunity to be in 
one spot and grow as a per- 
son and a player, to be a part 
of an organization like this, 
you can’t really let those op- 
portunities go by.” 

Hitting free agency meant 
Strasburg wasn’t a sure bet 
to return, especially with 
Scott Boras as his agent. 
Boras client and Anthony 
Rendon went from manning 
third base with the Nation- 
als to signing a mirror-image 
(without deferrals) $245 mil- 
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Strasburg hopes to play whole career with Nationals 


lion, seven-year contract with 
the Los Angeles Angels. 

“For Anthony, what he did 
for this organization the way 
he played, I got all the respect 
for what he can do as a base- 
ball player and wish him the 
best,” ace Max Scherzer said.

Internationals were lacking 
ownership in Presidents Cup

MELBOURNE, Australia — Er- 
nie Els has finished second to Tiger 
Woods more than any other player, 
and he never looked more spectacular 
doing it than as captain in the Presi- 
dents Cup. 

“OK, you got me,” Els said to him 
with a wry grin during the closing cer- 
emony at Royal Melbourne. 

Was it really a surprise? 

Sure, the Americans were the first 
team to rally from a deficit on the final 
day to win the Presidents Cup, and it 
was their first in any cup since a four- 
point comeback in the Ryder Cup at 
Brookline in 1999. Some context is 
required. They’ve won the Ryder Cup 
only twice since then, and they hardly 
ever lose the Presidents Cup. 

Even with a 10-8 lead going into 
singles, Els and his International team 
were playing against a stacked deck, 
as usual. 

It wasn’t as bad as the time Els 
trailed Woods by 10 shots going into 
the final round at Pebble Beach in the 
U.S. Open. Still, it didn’t seem like a 
fair fight. 

The Internationals had only two 
players among the top 20 in the world 
ranking. Woods’ team had 10 players 
from the top 20, and that didn’t even 
include the injured Brooks Koepka at 
No. 1 in the world. Two of the four 
wild-card selections for the Ameri- 
cans, including Woods, won majors 
this year. In the singles session, the 
outcome felt inevitable. 

Els was gracious in defeat, and also 
gutted. 

He had fashioned 12 players rep- 
resenting nine flags into a team with 
identity and purpose. The logo he cre- 
ated for the International team was a 


combination of shields and badges 
culled from history that spoke to unity 
and loyalty, friendship, strength and 
fight. And they had a chance, which is 
more than they’ve had some years. 

“If you compare our team on pa- 
per with other teams in other sport, 
you would have laughed us out of the 
building,” Els said. “But we gave it 
a hell of a go and we came mightily 
close to winning and upsetting one of 
the greatest golf teams of all time.” 

But they didn’t. 

And it won’t get any easier the next 
time. Or the time after that. 

This is about more than world rank- 
ings and experience, about which 
team looks better on paper. Because if 
it were, then how to explain the Ryder 
Cup? Europe is strong now. It wasn’t 
always. It still has an 11-8-1 lead over 
the United States dating to 1979, the 
start of the modern era. 

But while the Ryder Cup is billed as 
a contest between the flags of two con- 
tinents, it’s really between two tours. 

The European Tour picks the venue 
(it usually goes to the highest bidder 
these days). It has full control of all 
operations. Paris last year felt like a 
home game — the course, not just the 
crowd — just as Hazeltine was for the 
Americans. 

The Presidents Cup is a match be- 
tween two teams, one owner. 

The PGA Tour selects the site. The 
PGA Tour picks the captains, though 
not without heavy input from all the 
key people on the International side. 

That magnificent logo Els created 
for the International team? He said it 
required PGA Tour approval. The sup- 
port staff for the International team are 
PGA Tour employees, even if they hail 
from countries outside the U.S. 

The money — the Presidents Cup 


sells extremely well — stays with one 
organization every time. 

That’s not why the Americans win, 
and Els wasn’t suggesting that. They 
win because they play better golf and 
hole more putts. There is a comfort 
level at the Presidents Cup they don’t 
experience in the Ryder Cup. 

“I know it’s a PGA Tour-sanctioned 
event, OK?” Els said. “But to really be 
able to do what you need to do, you 
need to be almost a separate ... you 
need to be away from the PGA Tour.” 

Nothing personal. He paused to 
pat the back of Mark Williams, who 
played professionally in Australia 
and now works as a media official for 
the PGA Tour. Last week, he was as- 
signed to the International team and fit 
right in. 

“I love these guys. They work for 
the tour and all that,’ Els said. “But 
to make our own rules, to get our own 
choices, to do our own thing, it’s hard 
to explain. But we need to be sepa- 
rate. ... The Ryder Cup works because 
the Europeans do their own thing and 
the U.S. do their own thing. It’s two 
groups that clash. We’re trying to do it 
under one umbrella.” 

The next Presidents Cup will be at 
Quail Hollow Club in North Carolina, 
a home game for the U.S. team. And 
then? A group from Thailand was at 
Royal Melbourne last week express- 
ing interest. The best bet is a return to 
Royal Montreal. Another one in Asia 
or the first one in a Latin America 
country is possible after that. 

It would help if the Internationals 
would win. Keeping it close only does 
so much. If they ever do, that might 
only remind Els of the one problem 
that can’t be solved. 

Where would the International team 
display the trophy?

“They went into man 
coverage multiple times 
and he beat his guy. He 
was a part of the progres- 
sion, just kept making 
plays, making plays. For 
him to go up and get that 
ball and play that big in the 
red zone like that to seal 
the deal was sweet.” 

Five of Ward’s_ recep- 
tions against the Redskins 
came in the fourth quarter, 
including three in the final 
two minutes. 

“He has been here for a 
couple years now,’ Wentz 
said. “He’s been on the 
practice squad and he’s 
been kind of all over, and 
we’ve seen what he can do. 
.. We were having summer 
workouts together, so I’ve 
been around Greg plenty 
and I know what he can do 
and what he’s capable of, 
and for him to do it (Sun- 
day) was big for us.” 

Ward outplayed Mack 
Hollins for the fifth receiv- 
er spot in training camp but 
lost out to a guy who was 
drafted by the Eagles in 
the fourth round in 2017. 
Hollins was released two 
weeks ago after going eight 
straight games without 


making a catch. His depar- 
ture coupled with the inju- 
ries to the top three guys 
gave Ward an opportunity. 

Ward already has more 
catches (18) in four games 
than rookie second-round 
pick J.J. Arcega-Whiteside 
(8) has in 14 games. 

“We know the type of 
player that Greg Ward is 
because we’ve seen it day- 
in, day-out,” Eagles coach 
Doug Pederson said. “He’s 
made his impact the last 
few weeks.” 

Ward starred at John Tyler 
High School in Tyler, Tex- 
as, and faced Mahomes and 
Whitehouse High School 
for a district title in 2012. 
Mahomes helped his team 
to a 24-0 lead but Ward 
led his school back. Ward 
completed 20 of 24 passes 
for 323 yards and four TDs 
and rushed for 162 yards 
and another score in a 45- 
38 win. Mahomes threw 
for 441 yards and four TDs 
and ran for another one but 
lost a fumble that led to the 
winning score. 

After Ward caught the 
game-winning TD pass 
against the Redskins, Ma- 
homes wrote on Twitter: 
“That’s my guy man! Con- 
grats! But im still mad he 
beat me for the district 
championship in high 
school” 


your primary target. It’s a 
little bit nerve-wracking, but 
we felt confident through- 
out the process that Stephen 
wanted to be here, we wanted 
him here and it was just kind 
of getting to the bottom line.” 

After not getting to that 
point with Rendon, the Na- 
tionals turn their attention to 
filling the void at third base.

Replacing Rendon and 
filling the bullpen are the 
remaining offseason check- 
list items for Washington 
after bringing back Stras- 
burg, NLCS MVP Howie 
Kendrick and catcher Yan 
Gomes. Soon, Strasburg and 
his teammates will take their 
talents to West Palm Beach, 
Florida, for spring training 
and try to do it all over again. 

“It’s funny, you go win the 
World Series and everybody 
starts to write you off for next 
year,” Strasburg said. “I think 
that’s pouring gas on the fire 
for me and I think for a lot of 
other guys. There’s no stop- 
ping us now.” 


NBA 
Vince Carter’s NBA 
career milestones 
are piling up

The milestones are piling 
up, and running out, for At- 
lanta’s Vince Carter. 

His next game — which 
could come as early as Tues- 
day, when the Hawks visit 
the New York Knicks — will 
be the 1,504th in his career, 
which will tie John Stockton 
for fourth-most in NBA his- 
tory. Barring injury, Carter 
will pass Dirk Nowitzki later 
this season for No. 3 on the 
career list. 

Third place is the ceil- 
ing for Carter; assuming 
he doesn’t change his mind 
about retirement and play 
again next season, he can’t 
catch No. 2 Kareem Ab- 
dul-Jabbar (1,560) or No. 
1 Robert Parish (1,611). 
Nowitzki retired after 1,522 
games. 

It has not been the ideal 
start to the farewell season. 
The Hawks are 6-21. They 
need to beat the Knicks on 
Tuesday just to stay out of 
last place in the Eastern 
Conference. 

But Carter’s last lap around 
the league has been worth 
celebrating. 

“Many different teams, 
many different highlights, 
many different moments 
of his career, too many to 
count,’ Hawks coach Lloyd 
Pierce said. “But we’re go- 
ing to cherish and appreciate 
what we have this year.” 

There are more milestones 
to reach: Carter is also 60 
points away from passing 
Alex English for 19th on the 
league’s career-scoring list. 
He has an outside chance 
of climbing a couple more 
rungs on that ladder as well. 

The league hasn’t said yet 
if Carter will get the All-Star 
Game curtain call that Now- 
itzki and Dwyane Wade got 
last season in their farewells. 
But savvy fans know that 
when Atlanta comes to their 
town for the last time this 
season, it'll almost certainly 
be the last time they can ap- 
plaud Carter. 

In Miami last week, fans 
paid tribute to him twice 
with long ovations. Heat 
coach Erik Spoelstra told 
the story of how back in his 
scouting days for Miami, 
one of his assignments was 
Toronto when Carter 
played for the Raptors. 

How long ago was that? “T 
don’t remember those two 
years of my life,’ Spoelstra 
said. 

Opposing players are tak- 
ing notice of the moment 
as well, knowing they soon 
won’t be able to face off 
with Carter again. 

“I love that guy,’ Miami’s 
Jimmy Butler said. “I’m so 
glad that the fans showed 
him love as well. What he’s 
done for the game of basket- 
ball, his career, legendary, 
Hall-of-Famer, all that stuff. 
He’s a great human being.” 

His place in history is se- 
cure. All that’s left to decide 
are the final numbers. 


HOLA, FUTURE 


The G League is where the 
NBA tinkers with various 
ideas to see what works. 

It bears wondering if the 
Mexico City move is a test 


balloon as well. 

On the surface, the deci- 
sion to have a G League 
team there — the Mexico 
City-based club Capitanes 
joins the league next season 
— seems logical for a lot of 
reasons. Growing the game 
around the world, includ- 
ing Latin America, is a very 
real priority for the NBA. 
Mexico City’s population 
is roughly the same as New 
York, and the city is a major 
player in the global econom- 
ic markets. 

But this isn’t about the G 
League. 

This is about seeing if the 
NBA will work there. 

There are no active plans 
to expand the NBA past its 
current 30 teams. But if this 
experiment works — and the 
league does acknowledge 
that Mexico City has been a 
discussion point in previous 
expansion conversations — 
expect growth to become a 
very hot topic. 

The NBA has long had at 
least some level of interest in 
expanding past the U.S. and 
Canada, and tapping into a 
new marketplace will show 
if revenue streams in Mexico 
City exist to support putting 
an NBA team there one day. 
It might be of popular senti- 
ment to bring a team back to 
Seattle or put one in Las Ve- 
gas, but that won’t do much 
for the bottom line when it 
comes to the national TV 
deals that have helped sala- 
ries soar in recent years. 

The easiest way for the 
league to find new money 
may be to take the game to a 
totally new locale. 

There are countless chal- 
lenges in Mexico City — the 
altitude (NBA teams have 
brought hyperbaric cham- 
bers with them, something 
G League teams likely don’t 
have the budget for) and the 
water among them. But if 
this works, it makes sense to 
believe that the NBA will be 
there for real one day. 

“T have no doubt, the 
league, at whatever time the 
tables turn to look at expan- 
sion, Mexico City will be on 
our list,’ NBA Commission- 
er Adam Silver said. 


ANOTHER MILESTONE 


LeBron James, by the 
count of basketball-refer- 
ence.com, is up to 57,223 
minutes so far in his career, 
including playoffs. 

That’s fifth all-time. He’s 
probably going to be third 
in a couple of days. And he 
isn’t slowing down. 

By that site’s count, James 
is 60 minutes behind Now- 
itzki and 70 minutes be- 
hind Kobe Bryant. He’s 
about 3,500 minutes behind 
Abdul-Jabbar and roughly 
5,500 behind all-time leader 
Karl Malone. 

Nowitzki averaged 7.3 
points in his final season, 
when he got to that minute 
total. Bryant averaged 17.6 
points in his final season. 
James, meanwhile, hasn’t 
dropped off a bit — he’s 
averaging 26.1 points and 
7.4 rebounds, both basically 
consistent with his career 
norms, and is averaging a 
far-and-away career-best 
10.7 assists.

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France on strike: Power cuts, schools shut, no Eiffel Tower

PARIS — French union ac- 
tivists cut electricity to near- 
ly 100,000 homes or offices. 
Eiffel Tower staff walked 
off the job. Even Paris opera 
workers joined in Tuesday’s 
nationwide protests across 
France, singing an aria of an- 
ger as workers rallied against 
the government’s plan to 
raise the retirement age to 64. 

Despite 13 days of crip- 
pling train and subway 
strikes, French President 
Emmanuel Macron and his 
government stayed firm. The 
prime minister declared his 
“total” determination to re- 
shape a pension system that 
unions celebrate as a model 
for the rest of the world but 
that he calls unfair and des- 
tined to collapse into debt. 

Lighting red flares and 
marching beneath a blanket 
of multi-colored union flags, 
thousands of workers snaked 
through French cities from 
Brittany on the Atlantic to 


the Pyrenees in the south. 

Hospital workers in scrubs, 
Air France staff in uniforms, 
lawyers wearing long black 
robes — people from across 
the French workforce joined 
in the strikes and protests 
in higher numbers than the 
last cross-sector walkout 
last week. The retirement 
reform that has brought 
them together is just one of 
their many gripes against 
Macron, a business-friendly 
centrist they fear is disman- 
tling France’s costly but oft- 
envied welfare state. 

Workers from the hard- 
left CGT union on Tuesday 
carried out what they called 
“targeted” blackouts on elec- 
tricity networks around Lyon 
and Bordeaux to call atten- 
tion to their grievances, and 
their power. 

Several European countries 
have raised the retirement 
age or cut pensions in recent 
years to keep up with length- 
ening life expectancy and 
slowing economic growth. 


Macron argues that France 
needs to do the same. 

Tourists canceled plans and 
Paris commuters took hours 
to get to work Tuesday, as 
train drivers kept up their 
strike against changes to a 
system that allows them and 
other workers under special 
pension regimes to retire as 
early as their 50s. 

“Monument Closed” read 
a sign on the glass wall cir- 
cling the base of the Eiffel 
Tower, which was shut for 
the second time since the 
strike, one of the most pro- 
tracted France has seen in 
years, started Dec. 5. 

“It’s very frustrating for us, 
unfortunately,’ South Afri- 
can tourist Victor Hellberg 
said, gazing up at the 19th 
century landmark. “We had 
decided to be here for one 
day and that’s life I suppose.” 

Victor Garcia, visiting 
from Barcelona, said he’s 
used to protests at home but 
admitted not climbing the Ei- 
ffel Tower’s steps “is kind of 


a bummer.” 

Police in Paris barricaded 
the presidential Elysee Pal- 
ace, bracing for violence by 
yellow vest activists or other 
radical demonstrators. 

Across the French capital, 
union leaders demanded that 
Macron drop the retirement 
reform. 

“They should open their 
eyes,” said Philippe Mar- 
tinez, the head of the CGT 
union, said at the head of the 
Paris march. 

With riot police watching 
closely, protesters carrying 
humorous signs and colorful 
costumes marched past the 
historic Bastille plaza. On 
the steps of the opera house 
overlooking the monument, 
workers sang famous arias 
and played instruments to 
defend their special retire- 
ment plan. 

Bernard Buffet, a costume 
fitter, is 63 and retiring in 
April after 35 years at the 
Bastille Opera, but is protest- 
ing in solidarity with young- 


er colleagues. 

“The government is stuck 
on the reform. They are very 
arrogant,” he said. 

Prime Minister Edouard 
Philippe confirmed new ne- 
gotiations with unions start- 
ing Wednesday, but showed 
no sign of backing down. 

“Democratic opposition, 
union opposition is perfectly 
legitimate,” he told lawmak- 
ers. “But we clearly laid out 
our plans. And on this plan, 
the creation of a universal 
retirement system, my deter- 
mination ... is total.” 

He also paid tribute to “the 
French who go to work de- 
spite difficulties.” 

In addition to transporta- 
tion troubles, parents faced 
shuttered schools and stu- 
dents had key exams can- 
celed Tuesday as teachers 
joined in the strike. 

Hospitals requisitioned 
workers to ensure key servic- 
es Tuesday, as nurses, doc- 
tors and pharmacists went on 
strike to save a once-vaunted 


public hospital system that’s 
struggling after years of cost 
cuts. 

Tuesday’s protests upped 
the pressure on Macron, 
whose key architect of his 
pension overhaul had to re- 
sign Monday over alleged 
conflicts of interest. 

Unions fear people will 
have to work longer for low- 
er pensions, and polls sug- 
gest at least of half of French 
people still support the 
strike. Unions at the SNCF 
rail authority want to keep 
the strike going through the 
Christmas holidays. 

While patience was run- 
ning short among Paris 
Metro riders squeezing into 
scarce trains, the strike trou- 
bles weren’t enough to scare 
away some visitors to the 
City of Light. 

Spanish tourist Lydia 
Marcos, finding the Eiffel 
Tower unexpectedly closed, 
shrugged it off and said, “It’s 
like an excuse to come here 
another year. 


Money talks: Hong Kong protesters 
weaponizing spending power

HONG KONG The 
Hong Kong protesters 
formed a line, patiently wait- 
ing their turn to buy sweet 
milk and tea drinks from a 
store that advertised ardent 
support for their cause with a 
banner declaring, “If you set 
off a nuclear blast, we’ll stick 
by you.” 

For quicker service, they 
could have quenched their 
thirsts at an adjacent store 
that also sells bubble tea. It 
had no customers. 

Which is exactly as the pro- 
testers intended. 

Digging in for the long haul 
against Hong Kong’s govern- 
ment, protesters are expand- 
ing their struggle from the 
streets to their wallets, weap- 
onizing their spending power 
to punish businesses they 
deem hostile to their cause. 
The aim: to drive some firms 
under in the deepening reces- 
sion gripping the crisis-hit 
city. 

Guiding the consumer 
choices of tech-savvy pro- 
testers are apps that increas- 
ingly are color-coding busi- 
nesses — everything from 
dentistry clinics and toy 
stores to dumpling restau- 
rants and sex shops — into 
two categories: yellow for 
protest-friendly, blue for sus- 
pected opponents. 

“Blue! blue!” protesters 
yelled outside the bubble tea 
shop they shunned during a 
rally this month that marked 
the half-year milestone for 
their movement. 

The protests started in June 
to voice opposition to now- 
withdrawn extradition legis- 
lation and have morphed into 
what demonstrators say is a 
full-blown fight to safeguard 
Hong Kong’s freedoms, 
unique among China’s cities. 
Months of clashes with riot 
police who have fired 26,000 
tear-gas and rubber-baton 
rounds and arrested more 
than 6,100 people are radi- 
calizing legions of youths, 
upending the city’s economy, 
and splitting families, work 
colleagues, friends and citi- 
zens into two entrenched 
camps. 

Even employees of the sup- 
posedly “blue” bubble tea 


store, wearing face masks 
like many of the demonstra- 
tors, advised them not to 
shop there, saying the com- 
pany wasn’t sympathetic to 
the protest movement. 

“It stands for the police,” 
protester Natasha Chan said, 
clutching a grapefruit and 
lemon tea purchased instead 
from the “yellow” Happy 
Holidays drinks store next 
door. “We chose not to shop 
from the blue side.” 

Protesters believe that by 
boycotting supposedly pro- 
establishment businesses, 
they can help shift the bal- 
ance of power and wealth in 
the semi-autonomous Chi- 
nese territory. 

Much of the city’s $345 
billion economy and political 
influence are concentrated in 
the hands of magnates and 
enterprises linked to or sup- 
portive of mainland China 
and its Communist Party-led 
government — the ultimate 
boss of Hong Kong leader 
Carrie Lam. 

Protesters also say that 
shopping “yellow” is anoth- 
er way to make their voices 
heard in the absence of di- 
rect elections for government 
leaders. Protesting with their 
wallets also enables people 
who can’t always join street 
rallies, including those who 
fear being fired by pro-China 
employers, to otherwise con- 
tribute to the movement. 

Before marching in the ral- 
ly for the half-year milestone, 
accountant Nakata Law lined 
up for 15 minutes to support 
a snack shop that has donated 
to the protesters’ cause, buy- 
ing its steamed dumplings 
and gluey rice pancakes. A 
poster on the Jar Gor eatery 
says: “Support Yellow. This 
store has been rated as a true 
Hong Konger merchant.” 

“Most of the economy is 
controlled by China,’ Law 
said. “The citizens’ view is 
that if we do not have our 
own economic circle in Hong 
Kong, we cannot support our 
protests to keep carrying on.” 

In the opposing camp, 
Phyllis Li, a systems analyst 
who believes protest violence 
has gotten out of hand, says 
she now deliberately chooses 
to eat at restaurants that pro- 
testers boycott “because it is 


not fair to them.” 

“And because it’s safe for 
us, too, because they don’t 
go,” she said. 

Anecdotal evidence sug- 
gests protester boycotts are 
biting the bottom lines of 
some targeted businesses. 
Passenger traffic on Hong 
Kong’s Mass Transit Railway 
dropped by a quarter in Oc- 
tober and November. Trans- 
port disruption from protests 
caused some of the plunge. 
But some protesters are also 
refusing to use the network 
they suspect of colluding 
with police. 

Edith Leung, an archi- 
tectural assistant, says she 
hasn’t ridden the MTR since 
August, taking buses instead. 
Some protesters say they’re 
so determined not to com- 
mute by train, they’re getting 
up early to leave extra time 
for lengthier bus journeys. 

“Sometimes we feel like 
it’s just a drop in the ocean,” 
Leung said. “But when more 
people do it, we become the 
ocean.” 

But some businesses find- 
ing themselves on the “blue” 
side of the city’s hardening 
divide say they’re being un- 
fairly targeted. 

Martin Khan says the Capi- 
tal Cafe he runs with his 
brother on Hong Kong Island 
has lost half of its customers 
since accusations appeared 
online suggesting that they 
oppose the movement. 

Khan says not only is that 
untrue, but that the “blue” tag 
apps have assigned to their 
eatery is based on unfounded 
suspicions of a supposed link 
between them and a singer, 
Alan Tam, who has spoken 
publicly in support of police. 
Their cafe used to serve a 
toast, with melted cheese and 
shavings of black truffle, that 
they named after Tam, but 
has now removed it from the 
menu. 

“Honestly, we have no 
connection with him,” Khan 
said. “It’s really not fair.” 

The developer of one of 
the apps, which uses crowd- 
sourced information to dis- 
tinguish supposed blue busi- 
nesses from yellow ones, 
says he fears he is contribut- 
ing to a politically motivated 
witch hunt — like those the 


Communist Party has un- 
leashed repeatedly across the 
border in mainland China. 

‘Tm very, very worried,” 
said the developer, Chi Ho 
Leung. “It’s like the Cultural 
Revolution.” 

His app, Hong Kong 
Shops, lists 1,700 stores, di- 
vided largely into yellow and 
blue. But Leung said he has 
neither the money nor time to 
verify the accuracy of infor- 
mation he found online about 
the businesses’ supposed 
pro- or anti-protest leanings. 
He says stores can email him 
to request a change of color 
if they feel they’ve been inac- 
curately categorized. 

But his app also invites 
users to name and shame 
stores they feel aren’t sup- 
portive, offering categoriza- 
tions including “deep blue” 
for businesses suspected of 
supporting police abuses and 
gray for those “selling out the 
people.” 

Leung says that because 
commercial rents are so ex- 
pensive in Hong Kong, his 
hope is that boycotted stores 
may not survive the reces- 
sion. 

Although users say they 
regard the apps only as 
rough guides and not bibles, 
they’re building the act of 
protest shopping into daily 
habits. It is just one example 
of how the protest move- 
ment is altering the fabric of 
Hong Kong life and awak- 
ening citizens politically, 
even if it hasn’t succeeded 
in making Beijing and Hong 
Kong leaders bend to calls 
for full democracy and other 
demands. 

Franklin Lau, who works in 
public relations, says he now 
uses blue/yellow apps and 
other online pointers, includ- 
ing Facebook posts, on a reg- 
ular basis. He says he wants 
to “draw a line” between 
himself and any business that 
opposes the protests. He also 
wants to avoid the stigma that 
protesters are attaching to 
those who still shop “blue.” 

“If you say, ‘Well, I had a 
meal in a blue restaurant just 
now’ ... you tend not to like 
share (that) news with your 
friend,” Lau said. “You don’t 
want to have any association 
or connection with them.” 


Unexploded land 
mines awful legacy 


of Afghan wars

KABUL, Afghanistan 
— When 9-year-old Eimal 
stepped out of his home in 
the Panjshir Valley in north- 
eastern Afghanistan, he had 
no way of knowing that his 
life was about to change. 

He was playing in a field 
near his home when he 
stumbled upon what looked 
to him like a strange toy. But 
when he reached with his 
hands to pick it up there was 
a loud bang and Eimal was 
thrown several meters across 
the field, blood seemingly 
everywhere. 

Eimal, who like many Af- 
ghans uses only one name, 
had just picked up one of 
millions of unexploded land 
mines scattered all across 
war-torn Afghanistan — a 
legacy of more than 40 years 
of war. 

Afghanistan has the unen- 
viable reputation of being 
among the countries with 
the most unexploded land 
mines and other ordnance. 
According to the United 
Nations, there are 150 land- 
mine casualties a month in 
Afghanistan. Eight of every 
10 casualties is a child who 
inadvertently picks up an 
unexploded ordnance. Some 
are even made to resemble 
toys. 

Eimal’s father, Ismatullah, 
rushed his son to a local hos- 
pital, which was able to pro- 
vide only basic first aid. Ei- 
mal was quickly transferred 
to the Italian-run Emergency 
Surgical Center for Civilian 
War Victims in the Afghan 
capital of Kabul. 

The center treats Afghani- 
stan’s many war wounded. 
An international organiza- 
tion, it was founded in 1994 
and provides free, high- 
quality health care to vic- 
tims of war, whether they be 
wounded by land mines or 
caught in the brutal fighting 
between the country’s war- 
ring sides. They also train 
local medical staff. 

Eimal lost his right eye 
and several fingers on his 
small hands. He shares his 
hospital ward with other 
child victims. Masiullah, a 


teenager from Wardak prov- 
ince, lost both his legs in a 
U.S. airstrike in October this 
year. 

A new report by the U.N. 
children’s agency, released 
Tuesday, says that in the first 
nine months of this year, 
nine children were killed or 
maimed every day as a re- 
sult of war — an 11 percent 
increase from the same peri- 
od in 2018. UNICEF blames 
the increase on a “surge in 
suicide bomb attacks and 
ground” fighting. 

“Even by Afghanistan’s 
grim standards, 2019 has 
been particularly deadly for 
children,’ said UNICEF’s 
Executive Director Henrietta 
Fore. “Children, their fami- 
lies and communities suffer 
the horrific consequences 
of conflict each and every 
day.” 

At the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross’ 
rehabilitation center in Ka- 
bul, 13-year-old Abdullah 
is still getting used to his 
prosthesis. He lost his left 
leg when he stepped on an 
improvised explosive device 
in Maymana in northwest- 
ern Afghanistan. Abdullah 
comes regularly to the cen- 
ter to practice walking with 
the help of a prosthesis. He 
is one of 46,194 amputees 
registered with the ICRC in 
Afghanistan. 

Since the ICRC began its 
rehabilitation program in 
Afghanistan in 1988, more 
than 177,000 people, includ- 
ing more than 46,000 ampu- 
tees, have been treated at its 
centers across the country. 
Among the amputees regis- 
tered, 77 percent were land- 
mine victims and 70 percent 
of those were civilians. 

The harm inflicted by 
more than four decades of 
war has been cumulative. 

In 2018 Afghanistan was 
the world’s most lethal war- 
zone, said the UNICEF re- 
port. 

Between 2009 and 2018, 
nearly 6,500 children were 
killed and almost 15,000 
others injured, helping make 
Afghanistan the world’s 
most lethal warzone in 2018, 
the report said. 


Protests of India’s citizenship law grow, along with clashes

NEW DELHI — Protests spread 
Tuesday across India against 
a new law that provides a path 
to citizenship for non-Muslims 
entering illegally from several 
neighboring countries, with an- 
gry demonstrators clashing with 
police. 

Police fired tear gas in the 
Seelampur area of New Delhi to 
push back demonstrators who 
burned a police booth and two 
motorbikes after throwing stones 
and swarming barricades. 

Roads leading to the Muslim- 
majority neighborhood were lit- 
tered with stones, tear gas canis- 
ters and broken glass. 

“We are protesting against the 
new citizenship law. They are say- 
ing if you don’t have any proof 
(of citizenship) ... they will send 
us out of India,“ said 15-year-old 


Mohammad Shehzad. 

Protests also were reported in 
the states of West Bengal, Kerala, 
Karnataka and elsewhere of the 
law, which was passed in Parlia- 
ment last week. On Sunday, a 
march by students at New Delhi’s 
Jamia Millia Islamia University 
descended into chaos when dem- 
onstrators set three buses ablaze. 
Police responded with rubber bul- 
lets and tear gas. Video showed 
officers chasing unarmed protest- 
ers and beating them with sticks. 

Hanjala Mojibi, an English ma- 
jor at the predominantly Muslim 
school, said that when he and oth- 
ers saw police enter the campus, 
they walked toward them with 
their hands up to indicate the pro- 
test was nonviolent. 

“The police made all 15 of us 
kneel and started beating us. They 
used lots of abusive words. One 
of them removed my prescrip- 
tion glasses, threw (them) on the 


ground, broke them and told me to 
look down,” Mojibi said through 
tears at a news conference. 

Also on Sunday, police stormed 
Aligarh Muslim University in 
the north Indian state of Uttar 
Pradesh, firing tear gas and injur- 
ing five people participating in a 
student-led demonstration, uni- 
versity spokesman Rahat Abrar 
said. 

Shahid Hussain, a 25-year-old 
history major, said police broke 
windows in his dormitory and 
lobbed a tear gas canister inside. 
After fleeing the building to es- 
cape the fumes, police pushed 
him against a tree and beat him 
with sticks, he said. 

Police spokesman Sunil Bainsla 
denied the account, calling allega- 
tions of police brutality “lies.” 

The police response to the pro- 
tests has drawn widespread con- 
demnation. It also has sparked a 
broader movement against the 


Citizenship Amendment Act, with 
demonstrations erupting across 
the country. 

The new law applies to Hindus, 
Christians and other religious mi- 
norities who are in India illegally 
but can demonstrate religious 
persecution in Muslim-majority 
Bangladesh, Pakistan and Af- 
ghanistan. It does not apply to 
Muslims. 

Prime Minister Narendra Modi’s 
ruling Hindu nationalist Bharatiya 
Janata Party has described the law 
as a humanitarian gesture. 

While it was being debated in 
Parliament, Home Minister Amit 
Shah said it was “not even .001 
percent against minorities. It is 
against infiltrators.’ Modi told an 
election rally in eastern Jharkhand 
state that no Indian citizen would 
be affected by the law. Speaking 
about Sunday’s protests, he ac- 
cused the opposition Congress 
party of using students for politi- 


cal purposes. 

“The decisions made by the 
government should be discussed 
and any voice should be raised in 
a democratic manner. This gov- 
ernment understands your con- 
cerns but some people use your 
shoulder for firing a gun,” he said. 
“I dare Congress, its friends, to 
publicly declare they are prepared 
to accord Indian citizenship to all 
Pakistanis.” 

Congress party chief Sonia Gan- 
dhi met President Ram Nath Kov- 
ind as the head of an opposition 
delegation and asked that the citi- 
zenship law be withdrawn. 

Talking to reporters, Gandhi 
said she fears “the situation may 
spread further.” 

“I think you all have seen that 
the Modi government seems 
to have no compassion when it 
comes to shutting down people’s 
voices and implementing legisla- 
tion,” she said.
